| Babylon, and Sodom, and Agypt, when that they go 
from the Spirit and Law of God that he writeth in their 
hearts, and the Goſpel the er of God, and the Grace and 
Truth that cometh by Jeſus Chriſt the Light, and Anointing that 
they have fron the Holy One; and then they are unfaithful to 
GoJ and Man; andhethat isunfaithful in the outward things, who 
will truſt him-with the true and everlaſting Meature. Who ſhall 
declare the Generation of Chriſt the ſecond Adam revealed from 
Heaven, fot his Life was taken from the Earth, A#s 8. 3. 1/z. 53. 
8. andhe ſhallſcehis ſeed; bur who ſhall declare his Heavenly and 
Spiritual Generation, who faith, 1 am from above, and ye. dre-below; 
and I am not of this World, ye re of this World. Now _ 
F LE 2 I -1 
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ſhall declare his Generation that is from above, and is not of this 
 Warld: thus Chriſt ſaw his ſeed that he had fown in his Prophets 
.and Saints or SanCtified ones, and his Elefted. 

Now the Generation of 442m, who are of this World, the na- 
tral Sons of Adam may declare their Generation, which can't de- 
Clare the Secd and Generation of Chrift, who is from above and

And every one that.abideth. in Chriſt the Vine, they are the 
new bottles and have the new: Wine, but all that abideth nor in 
Chriſt and he in them, are Reprobarcs rhough they, may-proteks all 
the Scriptures that ſpeaks of Chriſt, they are the old Bottles, and 
old Creatures, that holds the old Wine, and cannot drink the new

God or the Scripture. of 'T ruch, without the 
Spirit of God that was inthe holy men of God, that moyedchemto- 


. ſpeak them forth. 


And all they that are Wandered and gone from the Law that 
God writes in their hearts, and puts in their minds, by which they 
all ſhould know the Lord. from the greateſt to the leaſt, bur they 


that are Wandercd from the Law of God in their hearts, and-necd! 


not teach their Neighbours, ſayings Know, ye the Lord...T hey. ate: 
 NFeT teaching: 
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freaching their neighbours to ſay, Know ye the Lord, and haye 


 Tyrhes and maintenance, for teaching people to know the Lord ; 
and haye got a law to force it from them,. yea, from ſuch thatthey 
do not reach freely, though Chriſt ſaith, Te have received, freely 


give, and-n0 man knows the Father but the Son, &c. and the Son. 


and the Father is known by the Revelation 'of his Spirit; bur ſuch 
as deniesthe law of the Spirit of Life written in their Hearts, and put 
in their minds, denies the Revelation of the Spirit; and thar by 
which they ſhould knew the Lord and God teaching hispeople in 
the New Covenant. CE | 

And youthat are Wandered from the Light, which is the lifein 
Chriſt, who enlighteneth every man that comes into the world: you 
are Wandered from that which Chriſt commanded you to believe 
in,and to become Children of the Light, in which ye ſhould have 
life-everlaſtingand come out of Condemnation, and you that Wan- 


der from the Light that Shines in your hearts, which ſhould give 


you the knowledg of the glory of God'in the face of Chriſt Jelus, 
you do periſh for lack of knowledg, and call that Light which 
ſhould give you knowledg natural,who V Vandersfrom that which 
Nould give "as the knowledg of God and Chriſt. | 
And the Goſpel of Salvation being preached to eyery Creature un- 
der heayen; which Goſpel is the power of God to Salvation to every 
one that believes and doth eftabliſh rhem ; bur all they that have 
| VVandered from the Goſpel, they have V Vandered from the 
 -powerof God. and from the Goſpel which ſhould fave them; and 
that in which they ſhould be eſtabliſhed, and ſhould bring life and 
immortality to light-in them, and ſuch remains in darkneſs and do 
not know whether they go or VVander: And the Lord who pour- 
<th our of his Spirit upon all fleſh, both Men and. VVomen, that 
with his Spirit they might all know God and Chriſt, and the things 
.of God and ro:-beled\by theSpiritof God, 'that ye may be hisSons 
andDaughters ; but allyou that &r-andrebel and VVander from 
the Spirit of God-in your hearts, you know not Chriſt nor God, 
nor thethingsof God, you are not the Sons and Davghtersof God, 
and ”u are-out of the tellowſhip and Circumciſion and Baptiſm in 
the Spiritof God,” neithercan youworthip the God of Truth bur in 
HisSpiricand Truth. pert as

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him, and in the figures, and ſhadows, and types of him that lie 


' wasto come; and in his miracles and ſufferings after he is come 5: 


and his death, and reſurretiom, and aſcention, at the right hand 
of God, and after to preach him in Man or VVoman thar believes 
in him: and Chriſttoreign in their hearts except they be reprobates ; 
and this was the Apoſtles andthe Sauns Dodrine in their days. And- 
the Apoſtles did prove that Jeſus was Chriſt, by Moſes and the. 
Prophets, and when he had proved this tothe Zews, that had Moſes, . 
and the Prophets, and the promiles, that propheſted of Chriſt ; and 

when that Chriſt was come, according to the promiſes, and ac- 

cording to Moſes, and the Prophets, and proved and manifeſted 

himſelt ro be che Chriſt by Signs and Mircacles, and after the Jews. 
had crucified him, and he died, and was buried, and. roſe again,, 
and aſcended ar the right hand of God, according tothe Scripture; 

and when many believed in Chriſt Jeſus; the Apoſtles-bid thems 
Prove themſelves whether they were in the true Faith, (to wit) that: 


' true Faith which Feſus Chrift was the Authar and Finiſher of, and try, 


and prove,and know themſelves how that Jeſus Chriſt was in thentzexcept- 
they were Reprobates. So here the firſt proof was,: to prove by the 
Scriptures of Moſes and the Danny and the. promiſes, and the- 
figures, typesand ſhadows, that Jelus- was the Chriſt, and the: 
ibſtance of them, bothto the Jews and che world: 

And the ſccond proof was, that when; Chriſtianity was ſpread: 
abroad, and many did belicyc in Chriſt Jeſus, the Apoſtle bids the 
Chriſtians trythemſelves; and prove andkhnow themſetves, -if that Ghrif 
Feſus was not in them, they were Roprobates ; and hethat had not the: 
Son of God, he had. not like, and he: that had not the 
Spirit of Chriſt, he was none of his, and none can call Jeſus Lord: 
but by the Holy Ghoſt. So all the true Chriſtians muſt have: the- 
{ame et 7 and Chriſt inthem thar the Apoſtles had, if they 
truely call Jeſus Lord and Maſter and are his, for the Jews- and 
Fudascould call Jeſus Lord or Maſter, butit wasby the unclean Ghoſt. 

And the Apoſtle Fohn in his general Epiſtle, bids the Church: be» 
lieve not every Spirit, but try the Spirits whether they are of God; he: 
doth not bid them try their Fords: but their. Spirzts.:-: becauſe - 
many falſe Prophets are goneinto the World, hereby know: ye- 
the Spirit of God . from the ſpirit of error, eyery- Spirit that 
confeſſeth that Jeſus Chriſt is. come in ther fleſh, is off God, and

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every Spirit thatconfeſleth nor thar Jeſus Chriſt is come in the fleſh, 
is not of God, and-we know the Son of God is'come, and hath given us 
an underftanding whereby we may kjiow him that is true, and we are int 
him that u true, evenin his Son JeſuEhrilt. So theſe confeſt Chriſt 
came according to the promiſe, and the Propheltes; and his death, 
and reſutreion, and aſfcention, and hiscoming in them, and they 
' in him who were no Reprobates: and theſe with the union which 
they had from the Holy One, which did abide in them by which 
they continued in the Father and the Son and knew all things, 
and with this unQion they can try Spirits, yea the Spirits of Seducers 
and falſe Prophets, and they could try ſuch as gat a form of God- 
lineſs, 'but denied the power thereof which, was to be turned away. 
from, and they could try ſuch aswas in a falſe liberty, it was. as 
Paul and Peter ſpake of out of Chriſt Jeſus ; and alfo they could try 
ſuch who with fained words and fair ſpeeches deceive the hearts of 
the ſimple,who ſerved not the Lord Jeſus Chriſt but their own bel- 
lies; and alſo they can try ſuch as went in Corah's lanes and. Ba- 
lars way, and are to try ſuch that; went in Fanas and Jambras 
-way, reliſting the trathand could try the Wells,and theClouds,and 
the Trees whether they: had either Water, Rain or Fruit; ſo the 
Apoltles ſaith to the true Chriſtiansthat hayethe anointing in. them, 
try the Spirits whether-they 'are of God, and he doth nor bid the 
Chriſtians in the Apoſtles ;& s try their words, for many had got- 
ren the good words and fair tba th to deceive the ſimple wirhal, 
and form of Godlineſs,but denied the power thereof, but they were 
ro try their Spirits wherher they were of God, for the unity and 
fellowſhip and true worſhip is inthe Spirit of God, for all the true 
Chriſtians are all. Babtized intoone Body with one Spirit, and are 
made all to drink intoone Spirit, and the things of God knows no 
man but the Spirit. of God, and the things of God are nor. to be. 
" in the words which mans wiſdom teaches; bur iff thewords 
at the Holy Ghoſt teaches, &c. So this union or anointing 
within, can try when men doth ſpeak the things of God, .in the 
words that naans wiſdom hath taught them,and not in the wordsthat

that he might ſup with you and you with him, the heavenly Marriage 
ſupper of the Lamb: which is a nearer fupper then to take the Ele- 
mentsof Bread and.

Holy Ghoſt, asit moved theholy men to ſpeak them. So notwick- 
ed men that were led by an unclean Spiriror an Llnholy Ghoſt, for 
ſuch arenotfit ro declare Gods ſtatutes or the Holy Seripturesof truth, 
for as itis ſaid the Lord ſpoke by the mouth of his Holy Prophets; 
and Chriſt ſairh; it is the Spitit of the Father that ſhould ſpeak in the. 
Apoſtles, ſo they'were reformed holy-men in word; like and conyer-- 
ſfation'by the holy ſpirie, which made-chem' holy thar gave forth 
the holy Scriprures of truth. Butche unreformed, wicked, unholy, 
ungodly, in their lives, words, and converſations, what have thcy 
to do to take'and declare with their wicked mouths, Gods and 
Chriſts ſtatutes and Commandments, and to-makea trade of them, 
or otherwiſe ({ceing that they are forbidden of God in his Holy Scrip- 
cures of truth, and Chriſtlauh, Depart from -me all ye workers of in- 
iquity; though they: may boaſt and ſay. we have preachr in thy 
name, and preach in the ſtreets, and theſe went under the name 
of Chriſtians then; or.clſe rhey would not have preached Chriſt, 
and thoſe had the ſheepsClothing who were inwardly ravencd from 
- theSpirir.of Chriſt, they appeared as Chriſtians and them that went 
in Corahsand Cains, and Baalams way, and gotin a form of God- 
| , lineſs bur denieth thepower thereof; theſeappeared like Chriſtians, 
and were not the Nico/atians, and Fezabelthat was a teacher, kind 
of Chriſtians ſpoken of in_ Revelations 2. and all fuch as protefied 
a falſe liberty ſpoken againſt by Pal, and Peter, a kind of Chii- 
ſtians; andrberefors Chriſt faith depart, ro ſuch as faid they had 
preached in the ſtreets, in his name, depart from me all ye workers 
of iniquity, T know ye not. So Chriſt doth not give workers of iniqui- 
commuthon or licence to preach him, or his Goſpsl, for Chriſt

| him tothe Jews, Tyrh-mongers,and Pricſts, who made profeſſion of 
the Scripture'of the Old Teſtament, and reſiſted the Holy Ghoſt, 
that led the Holy Men of God to ſpeak forth the Scriptures, by
